New Orleans, La., May 3.—Panicky 
conditions prevailed today throughout 
the flood-threatened territory 
along 
the Mississippi River from Red River 
and Bayou des Giaise south 
to 
the 
Gulf, and in the 
territory 
already 
stricken conditions grow worse. The 
river continued to rise rapidly at all 
points 
south 
of 
Red 
River and 
throughout the day telegraph and tel­ 
ephone wires in the vast section west 
of the Mississippi River 
from 
Red 
River and Bayou des (liaise to the 
Gulf of Mexico 
were 
loaded 
with 
messages warning the people to p re ­ 
pare for any emergency. 


A Hash went out from the town 
of Morganza shortly after noon, say­ 
ing that the big Morganza levee, three 
miles east, had broken. This bit of 
alarming news, which later proved 
untrue, or perhaps only premature, 
was in every hamlet and town south 
ot Morganza within a few minutes 
The people were panic-stricken in 
that entire territory. The breaking of 
(he Morganza levee, fortv-five feet in 
height an d one of the largest river- 
protecting dikes in the world, holding 
back the greatest volume of Mood wa­ 
ters in the history of the lower Miss­ 
issippi, would mean utter ruin to hun 
cl reds of the finest sugar 
and 
rice 
plantations in 
Southern 
Louisiana, 
would put hundreds of big saw mills 
out o! commission and inundate more 
than seventy-five towns and small 
cities in eight or nine parishes. 
This enormous levee was still hold­ 
ing lonight and it may ’Continue to 
hold, but there are weak spots in it 
and at any hour another Hash may 
go out with the warning rush of the 
river's torrents. 
A telephone mes­ 
sage tonight 
from 
Highland, 
just 
south ot the big levee, stated that 
mere was considerable apprehension 
•over the situation and a large force 
is working constantly to seal up all 
evidences of erosion or caving. 
On the east side of the river twen­ 
ty miles north of Baton Rouge the pro 
feet ion levee at Bayou Sara went out I 
and tonight the town is under eight ' 
to fifteen 
teet 
of 
water. 
Several 
houses were swept away, but rhere 
was no loss of life. Back of the town 
a line of hills forced the flood wa­ 
ters to return to the Mississippi with­ 
out doing damage except to the town. 
Ar Baton Rouge a hard fight is be­ 
ing waged tonight to hold the front 
i vet. I he .(.rand Bay 
levee, 
above 
New Roads, is in bad condition, and 
farther down there are 
dozens 
of 
weak levees. 
( considerable alarm is felt for the 
people around Melville, in the Atach- 
afalaya district, which is threatened 
by flood waters from every side. The 
people were moved out of the town 
tins afternoon, as fast as means could 
be found to convey them away. The 
last news received from 
there 
to­ 
night stated there was slight pros­ 
pect ot being able to save all of the 
people in the territory south of Mel­ 
ville, because of lack of boats and 
failure ot the victims to receive ear­ 
ner warning of the critical situation. 
The last train on rhe Texas and Pa­ 
cific railroad east of Melville was op­ 
erated this afternoon and took out 
several hundred refugees. Within an­ 
other day it is doubtful if there will 
be any railroad operating in that sec­ 
tion of the overflowed country.
